do more toward lessening the 
tensions that breed violence, the 
task force said, the press Is 
sometimes overly blamed for 
the violence It self. 


"It Is undoubtedly true," the 


report said, "that some groups 
have learned to use violence 
and the press to exploit their 
goals. They have learned that 
the 
media generally 
can be 


counted on to give violent be- 
havior a prominent role In the 
day's news. 


"The result Is that when they 


seek publicity for their griev- 
ances, conflict and possibly vio- 
lence may be one of the tech- 
niques used In the fairly certain 
knowledge that the press will 
make sure 'the whole world Is 
watching.' 


"Although there is truth in 


tlUs charge, it is probably a 
good deal less than seems to be 
popularly believed.

"Second, groups who engage

Fleming,

from Sacramento, Calif., a tri- 
ple gold medal winner In the 
1968 Olympic Games, lowered 
one of her own four world free- 
style records In 1969 and made a 
triumphant splash as a novice 
medley swimmer. 


She received 210 votes, to 96 


for runnerup Kathy Whitworth, 
the gifted lady golfer who won 
the Athlete of the Year award In 
1965 and 1966. 


A year ago, Miss Fleming 


edged Debbie in the closest race 
since the Inception of the award 
in 1931. Swimmer Helene Madi- 
son was the winner In that first 
ballot, and five other mermaids 
have been honored- the last one 
Australia's 
Dawn Fraser 
In 


1962. 


Miss Fraser still holds the 


world mark for the 100-meter 
freestyle, but Miss Meyer, a 
statuesque blonde, has cornered 
the market on the remaining 
freestyle standards. 


Debbie, who set records at 


200, 400, 800 and 1,500 meters In 
1968 pre-Olymplc competition, 
churned the 1,500 In 17 minutes, 
19.9 seconds last August In the 
National AAU Championships at 
Louisville, Ky., trimming U.3 
seconds off her world mark at 
that demanding distance.

beatable in the freestyle events 
In recent years, turned to the In-
